IMPORT TRADE CONTROL 

New Delhi, the 13th December 1988 
SUBJECT : - Import of spare parts against licences for capital goods (machinery and 

equipment). 
No . 263- ITC (PN ) / 68. – Attention is invited to the provisions contained in para 
graph 149 of Chapter VI of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and 
Procedure , 1968, according to which the Customs authorities may allow import of 
spare parts against licences for machinery , provided the value of spare parts 
imported does not exceed 10 per cent of the total value of the licence , and is 
covered within the overall value of the licence , unless otherwise speciAcally indi 
cated in the licence . Under this provision , it is open to a licensee to import only 
such spare parts as are permissible in terms of the import policy in force and are 
required for maintenance of the machinery imported . 


2 . The position in this regard has been 
that : 


reviewed , and it has been decided 


(1 ) if a licence has been issued for import of capital goods (Machinery and 

equipment) and the words spare parts have not been mention in 
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the description of goods given in the licence , for a list of spares has 
been attached to the licence , it will be open to the licence holuer to 
Import spare parts to the extent of 10 per cent of the value of the 
licence , within the overall value of the licence , subject to the condi 
tion that restricted spare parts listed in Appendix 3 to the Import 
Trade Control Policy (Red Book , Vol. I) for the period April 1968 – 
March 1969, shall not exceed 5 per cent of the value of the licence, or 
Rş. 20 ,000 whichever is less , and the value of any single spare part 
appearing in the said Appendix 3 does not exceed Rs . 2 ,000 . The 
licensee shall Import only those spare parts as are required for main 

tenance of the machinery covered by the licence in question ; 
( u ) If a licence has been issued for the import of capital goods (machinery 

and equipment) and spare parts , and a list of spare parts has been 
the words spare parts have also been mentioned , but no list of spare 
parts has been attached to the licence , it will be open to the licence 
holder to import spare parts against the said licence in the same 

manner and to the same extent as indicated in sub -para ( 1) above; 
(III) If a licence has been issued for the import of capital goods (machinery 

and equipment) and spare parts, and a list of spare parts has been 
attached to the licence, but the value of spare parts has not been 
indicated in the list, it will be open to the licence holder to import 
spare parts appearing in the list , but the value of the spare parts 
so imported shall not exceed 10 per cent of the value of the licence , 
within the overall value of the licence , and 


( iv ) If a licence has been issued for the import of capital goods (machinery 

and equipment) and spare parts , a list of spare parts is attached to 
the licence , and the list of spares also indicates the value allowed , it 
will be open to the licence holder to import the spare parts appearing 
in the list and for the value so indicated , within the overall value of 

the licence . 
3 . The policy relating to the import of spare parts against licences for capital 
goods (machinery and equipment) may be deemed to have been amended accord 
ingly . 


SUBJECT : .. .Period of validity and revalidation of import licence { 9sued for capital 

goods / heavy electrical plant. 
No. 284-ITC (PN ) / 68. — Attention is invited to the period of validity and the 
procedure for revalidation of import licences issued for capital goods / heavy electri 
cal plant ( C .G . / H . E . P . licenceg ) as contained in Chapter XI of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 . 

2 The position has been reviewed , and the following decisions have been 
taken 
(1) C .G . / H E .P . licences , other than those issued against tied credit or 

forelon aid . 
( a ) The Initial validity period in regpect of such licence will be 12 months. 
( b ) If a frm order has been placed and accepted by the foreign supplier 

during the initial period of validity of 12 months, but shipment is 
not effected within this period , the request for the grant of an 
extension of one year in the validity period of the licence , will be 
considered on merits . Normally , extension beyond the overall 
validity period of two years will not be granted but, in cases of 
special difficulty , the requests for revalidation beyond this period 

may also be considered having regard to the delivery period . 
( c ) If the licensee falls to place Arm orders on the foreign supplier , or the 

foreign supplier has not accepted the order during the initial validi: 
ty period of 12 months, the request for revalidation will be con 
sidered having due regard to indigenous angle , and the items avall . 
able indigenously may be excluded from the licence before any 
revalidation is granted . Subject to this , the request for the grant 
of extension of validity by 12 months will be considered to enable 
the licensee to place irm orders . 
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( d ) Tf. in the types of cases covered by ( c ) above, the licensee fails to 

place the Arm order even during the extended period , or the foreign 
supplier does not accept the order within the same period , the re 
quest for further revalidation will not be entertained . But , if a 
firm order has been placed and accepted , by the foreign supplier 
within the extended period , further requests for reyalidation will be 

considered as in ( h ) above . 
( ii) C . G . / H . E . P . licences issued against tied credits or foreign aid . 
( a ) The initial validity period in respect of such licences will be fixed 

depending upon the terms and conditions of the credit or foreign 

aid against which the licence is issued . 
(b ) If a frm order has been placed and accepted by the foreign supplior 

within the initial validity period of the licence, as per terms and 
conditions of the credit or foreign aid against which the licence is 
issued , requests for extension of validity period of the licence will 
be considered on merits having regard to the delivery period and 
the terms and conditions of the credit or foreign aid against which 
the Licence is issued , requests for extension of validity period of the 
licence will be considered on merits having regard to the delivery 
period and the terms and conditions of the credit or ald against 
which the licence has been issued . 


( c ) If the licensee falls to place order within the initial val{dity period of 

the licence , or the foreign supplier has not accepted the order with 
in the same period , as per terms and conditions of the credit or 
foreign aid against which the licence is issued requests for further 
extension of the validity period of the licence will also be consider 
ed to enable the licensee to place order , subject to the terms and 
conditions of the relevant credit or foreign aid . But in such cases 
also , if a Arm order has not been placed upfo a period of one year 
from the date of işgue of the licence , or the foreign supplier has not 
accepted the order within the same period , the requests for exten 
sion of validity period of the licence beyond this period , will be con 
sidered having due regard to the indigenous angle , and the revalide 
tion . If any granted will apply only to those items which are clear 

ed from Indigenous angle. 
( d ) It a Arm order has been placed and accepted by the foreign supplier 

during the extended period of validity , as per terms and conditions 
of the relevant credit or foreign aid , requests for further revalida 

tion of the licence will be considered as in ( b ) above . 
3 . Sub -paragraphs 236 (4 ) And 240 ( 4 ) of Chapter XI of the Import Trade Con 
trol Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 may be deemed to have been amend 
ed accordingly .
